Hi  Jessica, 

I have  a 1 :30  to  2:30  meeting  on  Tuesday,  but  3 would  work.  And  yes,  wet  signatures  would  be  needed.  Julie  is  putting  the  final  touches  on  the 
agreements  and  exhibits  this  very  minute,  and  you  should  get  them  within  the  hour.  The  final  revisions  are  very  minor-typos,  correcting  labeling  of 
exhibits  and  compensation  amounts,  etc. 

I also  want  to  call  out  time-sensitive  tasks  that  are  required  by  the  agreement,  which  should  already  be  completed  by  Tuesday  at  the  signature 
meeting.  So,  by  Tuesday,  LADOT  will  need  to  provide  the  accident/incident  notification  protocol,  and  the  BID'S  will  need  to  provide  the  emergency 
response  plan  and  staff  identification.  Also,  within  30  days  of  agreement  execution,  the  BID'S  will  need  to  provide  the  contact  info  for  the  person 
responsible  for  documents  and  claims.  These  requirements  are  included  in  the  agreement,  shown  at  end  of  this  email. 

Thank  you  for  pushing  us  along,  and  for  everyone's  immense  patience! 


D.  Notifications 

To  the  extent  known  by  CORPORATION,  CORPORATION  shall  immediately  notify  CITY 

in  writing  if  the  DRESS  REHEARSAL  is  damaged  or  threatened  by  any  of  the  activities  conducted  by  CORPORATION  or 
persons  or  entities  other  than  CORPORATION,  including,  but  not  limited  to: 

1 . Any  accident  or  other  incident  which  has  caused  or  may  cause  injury  to  persons  or  property  occurring  at  the  DRESS 
REHEARSAL. 

2.  Any  claim  for  injury,  death,  property  damage,  or  theft  which  may  be  asserted  against  CORPORATION  or  CITY  with 
respect  to  the  DRESS  REHEARSAL. 

3.  Any  unusual  conditions  of  which  CORPORATION  is  aware  that  may  develop  in  the  course  of  the  DRESS 
REHEARSAL  operation  into  fire,  flood,  casualty,  or  substantial  damage  of  any  kind. 

CORPORATION  shall  designate  a person  primarily  responsible  for  documents,  and  responding  to  and  resolving  claims  for 
loss  or  damage  including  insured  claims  for  loss  or  damages.  CORPORATION  shall  provide  CITY  with  the  name, 
address  and  telephone  number  of  such  person  within  thirty  (30)  calendar  days  of  the  date  of  this  AGREEMENT. 

CITY  shall  provide  CORPORATION  with  a protocol  for  accident  and  incident  reporting  in  a format  acceptable  to  the  City, 
which  may  be  supplemented  by  CORPORATION. 

E.  Emergency  Response  Plan 

Prior  to  the  Commencement  Date  for  the  AGREEMENT,  CORPORATION  shall  provide  CITY  a current  emergency 
response  plan  identifying  staff  who  have  authority  to  address,  twentyfour  (24)  hours  a day,  seven  (7)  days  a week, 
problems  or  complaints  resulting  from  CORPORATION’S  use  of  the  DRESS  REHEARSAL.
